The skipper had spent the lust 
war minesweeping.. Thirty - five 
years he had’ spent in’ trawlers, 
fishing and = minesweeping.

ings were mostly wrong inside the 
40-fathom line. He was the type 
that I hnagine finds his way about 
the fAshings banks by smelling: the 
Jead, and some mysterious sixth 
sense, He confided many things 
to me on our way to the sweeping 
grounds: amongst others that he 
had eaten an entire bottle of cough

WELL, we reached the channel ut

some appendage. He had the lives 
of everybody on, that heaving deele 
{n his hands, over and over ogain, 
scores of times during the | day. 
The mate working on the shackles 
with a = marlin-spike had bare 
hands scarred all over with old 
Rashes and sfrenked with blood 
from new ones. Once the spike 
slipped or was jerked from hls 
numb fingers and went overboard. 
Somebody handed him another; he 
put out his hand for it automatical- 
ly, In allence. There were scarce- 
ly any orders except in the cus- 
tomary undertones. Nobody got Jn 
anybody's way or was at no loss 
in any emergency. ‘There are 
times when-n wire can behave like 
o mad python and be rather more 
dangerous. Every man on deck 
had@ handled wires from childhood, 
knew exactly what to do without 
being told, and did It. 


Then we settled down to sweep, 
I should deserlbe the operation, 
from ao spectator’s point of view, 
og a rather blood-curdiing bore- 
dem.

WHEN we came to the end of our 
beat.the Ietitenant jerked the siren 
lanyard and the other 
slowed down, cased her helm over 
und round, we came.

Kensington Palace is a “grace und 
favour" residence which’ the King 
can give to any one he pleases, but 
it was the Princess’s hope that the 
Duke of Kent and his family would 
live there after her death, : 


She dicd at the age of ninety-one 
without knowing that, for the second 
time in her life, Britain was at war 
with Germany.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain loyally 
executed his side of the bargain 
and even more, since His Majesty’s 
Government and the French Gov~ 
ernment agrecd_ to persuade the 
Czecho-Sloval Government, in the 
cnuse of peace and’ the mainten- 
ance of the vital interests of 
Czecho-Slovakia herself, not only 
to grant 5 Jf-determination, but to 
eedt without plebiscite to. the 
Reich oll the Sudeten arcas in 
which the populatiom wns over 
fifty per cent. German. ' 1 

In the meantime, however, the 
jnternal situation — in Czecho- 
Slovakia after Berchtesgaden, had 
gone from bad to worse. 

Thousands of Sudeten refugecs 
had begun to pour over the fron- 
tiers, many undoubtedly at Nazl 
Instigatton, but some also out of 
real feur of being caught, in the 
event of war, between two. fires. 

Ultimately, there were nbout 
250,000 of these unfortunate people 
“In Germany. 

The nble bodied were enrolled us * 
“freq Corps” and started to raid 
pack from Czecho-Slovakia. The 
casualty lists began to mount up. 

The Hodzn Government resigned 
and was succeeded by,a Govern- 
ment of’ national concentration at 
Prague led by General Syrovy. 

A Press campaign of unprcce-. 
dented violence was sct loose ‘jn’ 
Germany and the Poles and Hun- 
garians joined in the hunt. 

In view of the agreement be- 
tween the Prime Minister and 
Hitler at Berchtesgaden to mect 
nifoln, the German Press campaign 
was particularly indefensible. 

But self-determination, now that 
the principle hand been conceded, 
was no langer enough for Hitler, 
though Gocring at this time gave 
me his word that Germany would 
take no action before «1 - second 
meeting had talcen place, : 

Nevertheless, os: the Field

I remember his saying to me on 
this oceasion:— =~ :

WELL, we reached the channe] at 
Iength ‘and slowed down.

We passed the day yarning.. The 
men stood-huddled on the lee side 
of the ‘upper deck smoking and 
watching the sea, They were all 
fishermen from Stornoway and 
Peterhend, Harticpool,. Shictds, 
Grimsby, Lowestoft, They had no 
Wiusions about thelr job, The 
week before n trawler had gone 
up and there was one survivor. of 
the rest and the ship not a trace 
wns found. They saw it happen.- 
Yet they were undismaycd; soft- 
spoken, gentle-mannered men, just 
carrying on | with their job, 
supremely cfMficient, It is diMcult 
to put Into words what England - 
owes them. 


Well, the light began ty fall so 
we hauled in our sweep and went 
bucketing home in the dusk, Our 
Christmas tree Hfted against the 
sky at one moment and then 
showed up against the broken 
water astern. When we got in we 
reported the channel swept and, 
apparently clear of mines. 


Next morning I went off-in a 
different trawler to the southward, 
where there was a known mine- 
fleld—moored impact mines, the 
horned variety... This ficld was 
being cleared by flect sweepers 
towing what are known as 
‘oropesa’ sweeps. This Is a clgar- 
shaped arrangement with a flag on 
it towed from the sweeper. A. 
bonrd called a kite attached to the 
wire keeps the oropesa out on the 
quarter of the towing ship and the 
wire is weighted so that its ‘curve 
intercepts the mooring wire of the 
mine ond cuts it. The mine, re- 
lensed from Its sinker, then floats 
to the surface, Occaslonally it ex- 
plodes in the sweep. The sweepers 
steam in echclon—that is to say 
on' each other's quarter—with the: 
bows of the second ship following 
the leader's oropesa flag, and so 
on down the line. They start at 
the edge of the minefield and sweep 
backwards ‘and forwards on the 
principle. of a bucon slicer, carv- 
ing off a slice of the minefield 
each time. A couple of -trawlers 
followed behind. One. drops dan 
buoys—buoys with flings secured to 
sinkers by wire--to mark the edge 
of the swept secton. The other 
sinks the mines as they appear on 


“the siirface; and ‘picks up-the buoys— 


when they are no longer required, 
THM trawler I was in wis com- 
manded by a skipper whose futher 


. Was the first mine-sweeper to put 


to sea in that areca in the last war. 


-The son was the first in the pre- 


sent war. Our job was primarily 


“to drop’ buoys along the swept 


cdge of the mineficld astern of the 
-sweepers. We started in the dawn, 
and un hour or two later the 
mines began bobbing up ahead of 
us.’ A horned mine awash is not 
nu pretty object. They drifted 
away astern of us and presently we 
heard our opposite number banging 
off at them with her Lewis gun, 
The sky cleared and the sun 
shone. The cook brought round 
ten at intervals. At intervals we 
dropped a: buoy, and the deck was 
alive with writhing wires for a 
moment. ‘Then a heave and a 
splash, and overboard went — the 
150 Ib, sinker and everybody took 
a long breath. 


All: day -we went to and fro, 
dodging the . harvest of the 
swoepers, laying .and- mooring 
buoys, The sun sank. over the 
land, and as the sweepers altered 
course for the base, the signal lamp 
of the leader blinked at.us.through

_bour. Well, we found. when;.we 


got there ‘that there. were threo of 
the beastly, things, and the sun was 
setting, Everybody grabbed a ‘rifle.

[I AM, personally, not likely to, 
forget in a hurry my second 
visit to Nuremberg in 1938, 
cooped up for five days ‘in the 
‘diplomatic train, _ without 
_ Privacy and practically with- 


ra 


a ------ out. means-of-communication.— 


I was alrendy feeling very un- 
well at the time of a malady which 
was to put me hore de combat for 

‘four months in the winter; sleep 
at night in a wogon-lt compart- 
ment was hardly possible, and rest 
during the doy there was none. 

I had left Berlin on the night 
of Tuesday, September 6, meaning 


to stop a mere thirty-six hours, ‘In- 


the event I stopped five full days.

A railway train scarcely lends 
itself to writing, and 1 had fool- 
ishly omltted to provide myself.

When eventually I had to send

» I convoyed, besides, an endless 
succesalon of warnings to a host of 
other Nazi personalities of scarcely 
lesser note, the cumulative effect 
of which, since talking there was 


almost the. equivalent of broad- - 


casting, I hoped would bo useful. - 

To all except Hitler—with whom"

the midst: of my collcagucs, ‘my 
remarks were tho same, : : 


“If Germany makea an aggres- 
sive attack on Czecho-Slovakia, 
France ts in honour bound fo come.

Nevertheless it set the torch to 
the. inflammable miuterlal in the 
Sudeten lands, and was the signal 
for an outburst of demonstrations, 
rioting and serlous disturbances, 

The Czechs replicd with martial 
law, and Henlein retorted by 
abandoning the Carlsbad points as

Minister set Into operation his plan 
for personal contact with Hitler, 
and shortly after my return to Ber- 
lin I received instructions to

I did so through Ribbentrop, and 
Hitler ut once agreed.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain loyally 
executed his side of the ‘bargain 
and even more, since His Majesty's 
Government and the French Gov~ 
ernment agreed to persuade the 
Czecho-Slovak Government, in the 
cause of peace and the-mainten- 
nnee of the vital Interests of 
Czecho-Slovakia herself, not only 
to grant self-determlInation, but to 
cede without plebiscite to the 
‘Reich all the Sudeten arcas in 
which the populatior was over 
fifty per ‘cent. ‘German. ‘ 

In the meantime, however, the 
internal situation in -Czecho- 
Slovakia after Berchtesgaden had 
gone from bad to worse. 

Thousands of Sudeten refugees 
had begun_to pour over the fron- 
tiers, many undoubtedly at Nazi 


instigation, but some also out of. 


real feur of being caught, in the 
event of war, between two fircs. 

Ultimately, there were obout 
250,000 of these unfortunate people 
in Germony. * 

The able bodied were enrolled as 
“free Corps" and started to ruid 
back from Czecho-Slovakin. The 
casualty lists began to mount up. 

The Hodza Government resigned 
and was succeeded by a Govern- 
ment of national concentratlon aot 
Prague led by General Syrovy. 

A Press campaign of unprece- 
dented violence was sect loose in 
Germany and the Poles and Hun- 
garlans jolned.in the hunt. . 

In view of the ngreement be- 
tween the Prime Minister and 
Hitler at Berchtesgaden to meet 
again, the German Press campnign 
was particularly indefensible. 

But self-determination, now that 
the principle had been Conceded, 
was no longer enough for Hitler, 
though Gocring at this tlme gave 
me his word that Germany would

LONDON, Apr. 29 (Reuter).

Regular units of the Indian Army 
are now serving overseas in France, 
Malaya, Aden ond Egypt. Indlan 
Territorlals and men of the Auxillary, 
forces are serving In India by the 
side of their professional comrades. 
The Army Is being steadily expanded 
in ali branches of service. 

And apart from the growth of the 
regular units, elght new Territorial 
Battalions have been formed and 
more are contemplated. Pilots and 
Mechanics for the growing air force 
requirements are being systematically 
recruited and trained in India, and in 
addition five new auxiliary volunteer 
fights have already been brought Into 
being. : 

Successful Recruiting 

Recruiting has been so successful 

that the authorities have had to slow 


cup the rate of volunteers which came 


from every class, As a. temporary 
measure, 25,000 recruits were medi- 
cally examined, attested and placed 
on the walting ist for gradual 
nbsorption. 

Indlan Princes, true to their tradi- 
tions, ‘have been overwhelmingly 
generous.

Li was found gullty and condemned 
to death, but the sentence was later 
commuted. Lau was involved In the 
affair, but turned King’s evidence. 

Mr. G, P, Murphy, Asiistant Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted, and Li was de- 
tended’ by Mr. G. She, instructed by 
Mr. M. A, da Silva,
